4. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Felsenstein U.S. Patent No. 5,012,231. At column 5 
lines 47-51 this references describes a variable speed cursor. 
Note also the last lines of the Abstract. 

5. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Mikan U.S. Patent No. 5,376,946. Note figures 7 
and 11. Note figures 1-10 and column 1 to column 20 line 23 
have a 102(e) date of at least July 8, 1991 and figures 11 and 12 
and column 20 line 23 to column 26 have a 102(e) date of at least 
September 13, 1993. 

6. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kato Japanese Patent Publication No. 1-200285. 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Levine European 
Patent Application Publication No. 0 062 133 describes 
determining the cursor rate based upon user reaction times.
